(% UM Associated Prims) 
LONDON,—The debt of the city 
of Manchester is the Urgent mu­ 
nicipal debt in the British Empire. 
The debt at the present time* is 
estimated at 30 million pounds sterl­ 
ing and the assets of the city at 
46 trillion pounds sterling. 
To raise the necessary funds for 
municipal expenses and interest on 
the debt, the city council recently 
passed a bill providing for a rate 
of 12 shillings in the pound, or 60 
percent, for taxes for the coming 
year. 
The assessable value in English 
cities, however, is not based on the 
value or the property but on the 
annual rental value. In the case of 
the city cif Manchester its assessable 
value is higher than any city In 
Great Britain, which means that 
the inhabitants of Manchester are 
staying more taxes than any other 
people in the British Empire and 
therefore probably more than any 
other people in the world.
